PFC contamination has traveled to two Portsmouth city
supply wells. During times of high demand,
contaminated water is blending in and causing
potential exposure to wider population
Screening for PFCs is currently limited, missing a large
portion of contaminants
Confradiction between 1999 Public Health study and
2019 publication
= Evolving science, such as increased concern
for adverse health effects from TCE, have
caused changes in disposition
Concern regarding focus of population, missing
affected guardsmen
Does the potential negative health effects lessen as
levels lower?
Are there any dates on when studies will be released
that show links to cancer?
= There will be aspects of studies that ask
questions about cancer, but currently facing
challenges because of sample size

Health Study

e Pease Proof of Health Concept study (exposure and health effects PFC cross-sectional study)
o Pilotstudy (1625 people)
o Ages 4-17 and adults 18+ years old
o Recruitmentin 3 waves
=  Those who participated in DHHS blood test study
= People who were eligible for blood test (worked at Pease/families on trade port
since 2004) excluding those who had direct occupational exposure
e Request from working group to get recruitment information for local
dissemination
= Reference group
o Pending approval
o Schedule on frack for late summer
e National study (mulfi-site study)
o 6sites (not yet selected)
o Notice of opportunity for funding was released Apr 1 and will close end of May
o Sample size does not allow for cancer focus, but some questions will touch on cancer and
generate information on cancer issue
e Exposure Assessment is separate and on a different timeframe
o Looks at adjacent communities to military installations potentially affected
o 8sitesselected

Response to questions generated from review of lefter to Senator Shaheen

e  What does the millennium cohort study cover?

o Question will be posed for congressional response
e Monthly report shows increase in cancer rates

o Trend does not note increase because it is not statistically significant
e Chart does not show National Guard
